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Future in 
the balance

The times they area-changin’ and 
the University of Alberta intends to 
do likewise. 

The future of some of the most 
basic elements of university life was 
questioned at the joint meeting of 
the General Faculties Council and 
the Board of Governors Monday. 
Tenure, funding, theroleof research 
and teaching, and salaries for pro- 
fessors and graduate students were 
some issues that were debated and 
questioned by students and staff. 

The possibilities of university 
education 12 months a year, closer 
relations with other campuses, and 
professors’ employment contracts 
and salaries are all ideas that uni- 
versities may see in the future. 

BoG vice-chairman Bill Grace said 
in a rapidly changing society, the 
university must also change in or- 
der to maintain excellence. 

“Everything today is under re- 
view and needs to be examined. 
We’ve got to deliver more with less 
money.” 

Efficiency and duplication within 
the educational system and an im- 
proved sharing of resources among 
those institutions were areas Grace 
pointed to for improvement. 

“We've got to keep telling our- 
selves that our role is to deliver a 
product to a customer and that 
customer is the student.” 

Grace said the key to the uni- 
versity reaching its goalsis through 
constantand continuousevaluation 
and examination. 

“We've got to make sure that the 


university in its various aspects is 
relevant to today’s society and the 
society of ten years from now.” 

BoG chairman Stan Milner said 
one way out of the current financial 
troubles facing the University was 
to follow the American model of 
increasing financial support from 
alumni. 

Renaming tenure was another 
idea that was well received by the 
two highest governing bodies of 
the University. Misconception of 
tenure by the general public and 
students particularly regarding the 
responsibilities of professors was 
another problem cited by Milner. 
The perception that professors only 
work six hours a week and then 
take four months off in the summer 
is animage that the administration 
agreed needs to be changed. 

Economics professor Mike Percy 
said the transfer programmes from 
the expanding community colleges 
are one area where Alberta’s edu- 
cation system duplicates itself. 
However the competition from 
other post-secondary institutions 
wasn’t a concern for Milner, 

“I don’t think this university 
needs to be afraid of competition, 
competition is whatmakes life fun.” 

UofA president Paul Davenport 
said he was encouraged after the 
meeting and said although some 
may disagree about whatis bestfor 
U of A, everyone has one thing in 
common. 

“We're all working for the best 
interest of the University and want 
to see the U of A succeed.” 


University land

The University has announced 
its plans to develop land in the 
Grandview and Landsdowneareas. 
Currently part of the University 
farm, the land will be converted to 
commercial use to raise urgently 
needed capital. 

The decision by the Board of 
Governors comes after an extensive 
period of discussion. Don Bellow, 
associate vice-presidentof facilities, 
states the idea to develop the land 
west of 122 st. and south of 62 Ave 
has “been around for many, many 
years.” 

Bellow emphasises that the plan 
to develop the land is only in the 
very early stages and states that 
there are “absolutely no plans” as 
of yet for the type of development 
that would take place. Bellow 
wouldn’t rule out the possibility 


that the land could be used for stu- 
dent housing. 

However, studenthousing seems 
to be unlikely for the site. David 
Bruch, director of Housing and 
Food Services, said he is not aware 
ofany discussion on this possibility, 
and adds thatheis “notevenaware 
of aneed to increase the amount of 
student housing....we don’t feel 
there is a shortage.” 

What is clear is that the Univer- 
sity plans to work very closely with 
officials from municipal and pro- 
vincial governments, as well as in- 
dividuals from the affected com- 
munities while considering possi- 
bilities for the land. 

“We plan to keep our options 
open,” said Bellow “westill have to 
determine the impact on Agricul- 
ture/Forestry who use the land for 
farm operations.”

A memo warning staff and stu- 
dents who use the Humanities 
Centre to be careful where they go 
was issued November 2 by Shirley 
Newman, Chair of the English de- 
partment.

A flash of black-and-white 
swoops down on its leather- 
winged prey — another bat falls 
prey to voracious magpies. 

A snowshoe hare ambles 
through the field, as a red squirrel 
and her offspring gather pinecones 
to keep them fed through the 
winter. 

A pair of peregrine falcons looks 
on. 

This is not Wild Kingdom or Na- 
tional Geographic: it’s the University 
of Alberta. 

“Tt is a wildlife-rich campus,” 
says Wayne Roberts, collections 
manager at the zoology museum. 

The most obvious inhabitant of 
the campus ecosystem is the mag- 
pie. Magpies have been subjects of 


numerous studies by U of A zo- 


ologists. They also study their fel- 
low campus inhabitants to a con- 
siderable degree, especially around 
lunchtime. 

“The magpies do very well on 
human refuse,” says Roberts. “It’s 
just a great place to be a magpie.” 

When the magpies aren’t dining 
on peanut butter sandwich crusts 
and orange peels, they feed on other 
campus fauna. 

“We actually watched one catch 
a bat the other day,” Roberts says. 
“AS soon as a magpie sees a bat, 
they go right after it.” 

The magpies also take their toll 
on the young squirrel population, 
but the food supply for squirrels 
seems to be plenty enough to sup- 
port them. Karl Larsen, who just 
finished a PhD in Zoology with a 
thesis on the reproductive success 
in female red squirrels, says 
squirrels on campus have a high 
mortality rate. 

“T suspect magpies are their big 
animal predator,” says Larsen, but 
he says car tires claim the most. 
“It’s not a very easy life for them, 


anyway.” 


Occasionally the squirrels ven- 
tureinto University buildings. One

got into the Ring House Gallery 
last year, but George Pruden, who 
looks after operations there, says 
they aren’t in any danger. 

“Wecatch them live, in live traps, 
and take them out of the city.” 

The campus has a few rabbits 
and hares as well, although they 
are less plentiful than thesquirrels. 
Larsen says thejackrabbits are more 
likely tobe seen than the snowshoe 
hares because of the number of 
people about. 


“The problem is where to retreat 
in the day time,” he says. 

Keen birdwatchers will also see 
a pair of peregrine falcons, who 
came to the U of A for the first time 
this year, and a pair of smaller fal- 
cons called merlins. 

Robertssays animal-lovers don’t 
have to worry about feeding the 
animals: it won’t do them harm. 

“The ones on campus, they’re 
not natural wild animals at all. 
They’re quite tame.” 


AIDS and athletes

AIDS is the epidemic of the de- 
cade and with it has come both 
tragedy and awareness. 

Dr. Jeff Robinson, a family 
practitioner who works at the Glen 
Sather Sports Medicine Clinic on 
campus, along witha team of other 
specialists has published an infor- 
mation pamphlet in which the 
prevention of AIDS and other 
STD’s is discussed. Last week 


Robinson ree about the AIDS 
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epidemic. 

The pamphlet explains AIDS as 
“usta littlebitof RNA, surrounded 
by a little bit of protein and it has 
caused such a huge international 
epidemic.” 

Robinson says that while it can 
occur, the risk of HIV transmission 
in a sports setting is exceedingly 
low. “This is not a very common 
disease to catch. It requires a very 
specific type of condition.” 

He says the athletes with the 
highest risk are those who inject 
anabolic steroids. “Sharing a 
needle as an anabolic steroid user 
is the same as sharing a needle as 
an intravenous drug user.” 

In his presentation, Robinson 
talked about new ideas being dis- 


cussed to prevent athletes from 
becoming infected. He said if an 
athlete is injured and there was 
blood spilled, the floor should be 
cleaned and disinfected, and the 
athlete should even have a second 
uniform to change into in case he 
spilled blood on it. 

Robinson does not feel that the 
athletes with HIV should be ex- 
cluded from playing sports. Again, 
because of the low risk there is in 
transmitting this disease. 

Heendedby saying that the most 
common way of spreading this 
disease is still unprotected sex and 
that the chances of transmitting 
this disease through infected blood 
on another person are less than 
0.01 per cent. 
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CJSR raises big bucks 


According to CJSR programme 
manager Christine Chomiak, the 
1992 fund drive was one of the 
most successful ever. 

“It shows the strong support we 
have from the community,” said 
Chomiak, after CJSR made 
$17,115.34 during the nine-day 
Fund Drive which ended Saturday 
at midnight.

“We 
did well considering we haven’t 
had a fund drive for three years.”

More than 1500 veterans, Cana- 
dian Forces personnel, service club 
members, cadets and reservists 
paraded in the Butterdome to mark 
the sacrifices of the over 100 000

member for all time” the sacrifices 
of all those who fought in both 
World Wars and the Korean con- 
flict, as well as those Canadians 


currently serving with UN peace- 
keeping forces around the world. 

Mayor Jan Reimer, as well as 
Edmonton Strathcona MP Scott 
Thorkelson, also addressed the 
crowd, promising toremember the 
pain of the past when considering 
our future actions. 

Wreaths were laid by many 
groups ata mock cenotaph, before 
being transported to the cenotaph 
in front of City Hall. This proces- 
sion was led by the Queen’s cousin, 
Prince Michael of Kent and in- 
cluded representatives from all 
three levels of government, the 
governments of Britain and France, 
the university and dozens of ser- 
vice, cultural and youth groups.

Food Bank looks for 
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This university owned house sits empty as it can’t be rented as housing, but it 
won't be given to the Food Bank for under $1000 per month.

Despite recent reports, the 
Campus Food Bank is not in dan- 
ger of closing, but it is being 

thwarted in its search for a home. 

The Edmonton Journal published 
an article headlined, “U of A 
campus Food Bank may close”, but 
Food Bank coordinator Karena 
Appssaid the Food Bank’ssituation 
hasnotreally changed much in the 
last month. 

Though the Graduate Students’ 
Association would like the space 
being used by the Food Bank back, 
she does not think the GSA “will 
kick us out in the cold.” 

GSA president Steve Karp 
agreed that the Food Bankis notin 
grave danger right now. 

“T think it sounded like a nice 
headline, but it really isn’t a good 
indication of the situation.” 
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The Food Bank has approached 
the University administration 
about space, but has had no re- 
sponse other than an offer to rent 
an abandoned house in Garneau, 
which the University owns. 

But the administration wants 
$1000 a month for a house which 
“is essentially condemned, and 
unfit for living,” said GSA vp ex- 
ternal Bob Turner, who is on the 
Food Bank’s Board of Directors. 

John McConnell, vp of develop- 
ment and community affairs for 
the University, said students 
should not forget they can turn to 
other sources of help such as 
emergency bursaries and loans. 
“The University has increased its 
funding in that area substantially 
in the past two or three years.” 

Karp said having the Food Bank 
in the GSA office acts asa barrier to 


needy clients. He said that if the 
Food Bank were to move toa more 
private location, the number of 
users would increase. 

The Food Bank already serves 
nearly 200 students, with at least 
12 to 15 peoplerequesting hampers 
each week. 

Apps said since the Edmonton 
Journal article ran, a number of 
church and community groups 
have contacted the GSA offering 
space, but all of it is off campus. 

“Having it off campus defeats 
our purpose ofbeing anon-campus 
food bank, highly available and 
accessible to students.” 

The campus food bank trend 
appears to be spreading. The Uni- 
versity of Calgary Students’ Union 
vp external Ray Wong says their 
SU may start its own food bank 
programme. ‘

I would like 
to correct him on several points he 
made in his article (Stomping Out 
Styrofoam, Gateway, Thursday No- 
vember 5) on the production of dis- 
posable food containers. 

There is only one type of polysty- 
rene which is mistakenly labelled 
as “Styrofoam”. The composition 
of a styrene molecule consists of 
three hydrogen and one benzene 
ring singly bonded to two carbon 
atoms which are double-bonded 
together. Any deviation from this 
structure will result in something 
other than styrene. The production 
process for styrene does not uses 
CFCs or HCFCs but does involve 
the use of benzene. The production 
of polystyrene in Canada is accom- 
plished through the use of an inert 
gas called pentane. Although car- 
bon dioxide has been used in the 
past, itis no longer used in Canada. 

Thearticle should have included 
the research done on reusable mugs 
(I use one myself). To quote Health 
Inspector Jacquie Schnider, “Many 
offices don’t have facilities to prop- 
erly wash reusable cups.... Waterin 
the office (which probably includes 
washrooms and water fountains) 
often isn’t hot enough to kill bacte- 

ia.... Cups washed by employees 
rather than a cafeteria had bacteria 
levels which are unacceptable un-

Next came a charming violin concerto 
from Italian Baroque composer Giovanni 
Pergolesi, featuring the ESO’s very own 
principal second violinist, Dianne New. The 
concerto delights with its sunny simplicity 
and the orchestra had no difficulty filling the 
basilica.

but she made us forget with a sensitive per- 
formance of the touching, if rather sappy, 
second movement, followed by a spirited 
race for the finish. 

After a break during which we were able 
to takeina bitof the always-gruesome world 
of Catholic iconography, we were met with 
half of the University’s singing forces (Idon’t 
know which half) joining the orchestra with 
an astonishingly beautiful “Elegiac Song” 
by Beethoven. Written after the death of his 
landlord’s wife(!), Beethoven’s solemnity 
and matchless gift for simple, soaring melody 
were communicated ina manner tooseldom 
heard. It was transcendent. 

And it was only an appetizer. The main 
course was Poulenc’s “Gloria” perhaps the 
most profound piece of religious music 
written this century. Poulenc, known for his 
oddly angular instrumental compositions, 
was a deeply serious Catholic, and in this 
work he employs a variety of moods, from 
haunting to triumphant tosatirical, toexpress 
his faith. 

The full orchestra and choir, rejoined by 
MacDonald, followed the composer through 
a difficult series of transitions too numerous 
to note individually to some of the most 
powerful moments in modern music. What 
could have been remote became, under 
Mayer’s skillful direction, one of the most 
sublime and enthralling performances I can 
remember. I can’t say I was converted, but if 
they start playing music of this calibre on 
Sunday mornings, Ican promise my regular 
attendance.

highbrow buskers, was being profiled; they 
sound, in many ways, like the barenaked 
ladies, with airtight harmonies, catchy 
acoustic rhythms and witty lyrics.

Forsome 14 years this premiere punk band from Vancouver 
has been rocking us out, influencing other bands and 
generally making a big noise in many ways.

y motheris possessed by the devil. 
M My father is the saddest man in 
the world. My sister is in love 
with the dog. The one I love does not love 
me...and I’ve got nowhere to live.” 

If you were one of the fortunate horde 
who crossed 87th Ave. to the Jube basement 
theatre to see House, you would know how 
much fun being in Daniel Maclvor’s house 
was. And not just mindless dimestore fun 
either, butcerebrally vicious and full humour 
with side orders of poignancy and hysteria. 
Could it have been the best play you saw in 
a long time? Nod heads, yes, like me. 

See, this one-man show, written and per- 
formed by Maclvor, is the third and the best 
of the Northern Light Theatre’s Festival of 
New Theatre, eclipsing Moonlodge and 
outscreefing Heart of a Dog. All three shows 
were of the dialogue-centred, minimal set 
type (well, Heart had a brilliant miniscule 
set), but there was something about 
Maclvor’s delivery and ejaculations, his in- 
ternal fugues, his twitchiness, the forays into 
metadrama (a.k.a. postmodernism) and his 
interpretations of the characters in his life 
that just made this a play that demanded 
rapt attention. 

Maclvor plays Victor, the narrator, freak, 
dysfunctional co-worker, husband, son and 
lover to the other intangible characters, who 
spends much of his time confronting his 
dominatrix wife, arguing with his family, or 
in “group.” His description of a trip that 
members of his “group” took to the super- 
marketis, typical of the play, hysterical. Stu,

who is weird, and Victor spend an eternity 
in line behind a woman Victor instantly 
hates, who will not let Stu and Victor and 
their one pack of gum ahead of her in line. 
She also insists on slowly calculating each of 
her items, which prompts Victor to take a 
“trip” into her junk food future, where he 
sees her feeding her fat and stupid kids dry 
Fruit Loops and Twinkies for dinner until 
they choke. Meanwhile, Stu, a kleptomaniac 
who only steals the most useless things (like 
a phone receiver, but not the whole phone), 
has stolen the gum and left the store. 

“You're born weird,” says Victor. “You 
get fucked up.” Stu is weird. Victor is fucked 
up. So he says. 

His sister lives with a dog. The people in 
“group” think Victor is jealous of the atten- 
tion his sister gives the dog. So Victor takes 
a trip, maybe, and finds his sister really at- 
tached to the dog. And his wife, the one he 
loves, does not love him because she’s a 
dominatrix swinger who knows Victor’s boss 
intimately. 

Victor’s idea of a creativity project for 
“group” is to pretend he’s rolling an invis- 
ible ball in his fingers. The contents of the 
invisible ball are what his father, the saddest 
man in the world, shows that everyone has 
deep inside of them, this sadness about 
mortality, finality, death. Sadness, madness, 
passion and idiocy play a big part in this 
play, with Maclvor’s paranoid mass-transit 
manic delivery and comic timing making it 
hurtjust occasionally enough toplace greater 
emphasis on both the humour and the 
tragedy. There is a fine balance between 
idiocy and sanity that are maintained as 
well. 

House is a great play. Would I drive to 
Calgary to see it presented by One Yellow 
Rabbit Theatre this weekend? No, I already 
saw it. But you didn’t. And that’s sad.
